on his arrival here tonight from To- 
ledo, admitted he and Miss Alice Sev- 
erns, his stenographer and office at- 
tendant, had been married at‘ Monroe, 
Mich, today.’ 


Dr. and Mrs. Harding alighted ftom 
the train and were hurrying to a street 
car when two friends accosted them 
and offered congratulations. Both the 
doctor and his wife smilingly accepted 
their good wishes. 

Entering the automobile of one of 
the friends, Dr. Harding took his 
bride to her home and then was driven 
to his own houne, four blocks away. 

Pefore leaving his bride, Dr. Harding 
said, “ Good night, Alice; I'll see you 
tomorrow.” 

“Simply Unbearably Lonesome.” 

Commenting’ on his marriage, Dr. 
Harding said: 

“I was lonesome; simply unbear- 
ably lonesome.” 

“I thought perhaps we could go 
away and be married without much 
publicity. I changed my mind, how- 
ever, in Toledo this afternoon. I gave 
the deputy county clerk at Monroe a 
dollar to keep the license from news- 
paper men, but we had hardly arrived 
at Toledo untli newspaper men were 
after us,” he declared with a wide 
smile. 

Telling of further difficulties, the 
doctor said: 

' “We first tried to get a license at 
Windsor, Canada, yesterday, but be- 
cause we were not residents we were 
refused.”

Hand Extended for Kiss 
Gets Summons. 


A small sensation was created in the 
La Salle Streét station yesterday after- 
noon when Germanos Troianos, appear- 
ing as the archbishop of Sparta, head 
of the orthodox Greek church by de- 
cree of King Constantine, was served 
with a summons to appear in the Cir- 
cuit court and defend himself in an 
action filed during the morning. 

More than 100 persons were’ assem- 
bled in the train sheds to meet Bishop 
Troianos. As the long train drew to a 
stop they saw him descend to the plat- 
form. They knelt. Slowly, with his 
hand extended so their lips might brush 
the archiepiscopal ring, the bishop 
passed among them. One by one they 
kissed the jewel. 


Summons Instead of Kiss. 


The hand paused before a stranger 
in the crowd. Instead of pressing his 
lips to the ring, the stranger placed a 
sheet of paper in the outstretched 
hand. 

The stranger in the crowd was Otto 
Gnewuch, the deputy sheriff. The pa 
per he placed in the bishop’s hand was 
a summons in a suit filed by Attorney 
Paul Demos in behalf of the Rev. Dem- 
etrois Vainikos, present pastor of the 
Greek Orthodox Church of St. Constan- 
tine at 6105 South Michigan avenue. 

Bishop Troianos, who was appointed 
directly by King Constantine as the 
American head of the Greek Orthodox 
church and commissioned to take over 
the south side church, which is valued 
at approximately $150,000, heard the 
summons through, then left the sta- 
tion. 

Injunction Is Asked. 

The bill for injunction filed by the 
Rev. Mr. Vainikos asks that Bishop 
Troianos be restrained from taking 
over the church and property. It is 


‘contended in the bill that Bishop Troi- 


anos was appointed by a royal decree, 
not one from the church, and that he 


‘lis therefore “ degraded and not proper- 


ly fitted to fulfill his mission in Chi- 
cago.” 

Not long after the bishop had been 
served with the summons attorneys 
representing Peter Drougas, a member 


.|of the board of trustees, and Charles 


Drapanes, a member of the board of 
supervisors of the Society of Greek 
Orthodox Churches of St. Constantine 
of Chicago and the faction in the south 
side church that is fighting the pres- 
ent pastor, filed a bill for a receiver 
and accounting in the Circuit court 
against the Rev. Mr. Vainikos. : 

This suit alleges that an order from 
the present head—King Constantine— 
of the Greek Orthodox church has 
demanded the evacuation of the Greek 
Orthodox Church of St. Constantine by 
the Rev. Mr. Vainikos. It asks that 
a receiver be appointed immediately 
and that the minister make a complete 
accounting. It is alleged the Rev. Mr. 
Vainikos is “illegally withholding the 
keys, the funds, and the records of the 
church.”

Has Hint of It.

[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—President Harding's formal in- 
Vitations to the allied and associated 
powers to attend a conference in 
Washington, Nov. 11, on the subject 
of limitation of armament and in con- 
nection with which Pacific and far 
eastern questions will be discussed, 
was cabled today by Secretary of State 
Hughes to Great Britain, France, Italy, 
and Japan. An invitation to the gov- 
ernment of China to participate at the 
conference in the discussion of Pacific 
and far eastern questions also was for- 
warded. 

The invitation points out the futility 
of looking for “stability or the assur- 
ance of social justice, or the security 
of peace, while wasteful and unproduc- 
tive outlays deprive effort of its just 
reward and defeat the reasonable ex- 
——— | pectation of progress.” 

~ Only Way to Halt Expenditures. 
The President emphasizes that there 
seems to be no ground for halting such 
expenditures unless the powers can 
agree upon a “ satisfactory basis” for 
their limitation and in his opinion the 
time is now opportune for them to 
approach the subject “directly and in 
conference.” 

In this connection the President 

makes it clear that not only the ques- 
tion of naval armaments should be 
considered, but that relief for expendi- 
tures of all other armament should be 
discussed. In addition to this, the in- 
vitation says: 
“It may also be found advisable to 
formulate proposals by which in the 
interest of humanity the use of new 
agencies of warfare may be suitably 
controlled.” 

Poison Gases to Be Topic. 
Although none of the new agencies 
of warfare are mentioned in the invi- 
tation, it refers, of course, to the ad- 
visability of the nations of the world 
reaching an agreement to control the’ 
use of poison gases and other brutal 
agencies developed in the great war. 

Whether the use of the submarine 
will come under this category was not 
discussed in official quarters, but in 
the opinion of some of those inter- 
ested in the conference the submarine 
undoubtedly will be discussed and pro- 
posals for an agreement as to the use 
of this tremendous instrumentality 
may be suggested. 

Some of the Sessions Open. . 

Agitation for open sessions of the 
conference is embarrassing the admin- 
istration somewhat, although it is the 
purpose of the President and Secretary 
Hughes to exert their influence to as- 
sure publicity of the actions of the 
conference. 

The President believes that the con- 
ference will, of course, make its own 


be some open sessions, undoubtedly, 
but to throw all of them open to the 
public, in the opinion of the adminis- 
tration, would be impossible and de- 
feat the very purpose of tne confer- 
ence. 

Assurances are given that instru- 
mentalities will be provided for mak- 
ing public the news of the conference 
upon which the public may depend for 
reliable information. The administra- 
tion realizes that the motive power be- 
hind the conference is public opinion, 
and this public opinion must be recog- 
nized as the deliberations proceed. 
Johnson Appeals for Open Door. 
Senator Hiram Johnson of Cali- 
fornia today issued a statement in 
which he demanded that the sessions 
of the conference be open. 

“I expressed the hope on the floor 
of the senate,” said Senator Johnson, 
“that the disarmament conference 
would be held in the open. I realize 
the disadvantages of this course. I 
think I understand fully what may be 
‘said against it. But we have had our 
lesson. We have seen a world con- 
ference, commencing under the most 
favorable auspices, with idealism pub- 
licly expressed, and then have had that 
idealism throttled in secrecy. 

“The old diplomatic game is one 
which at all hazards must be avoided 
in the coming conference, in order 
that the world may be benefited and 
that the ultimate object of disarma- 
ment. and world peace may be ob- 
tained. The only way in which we 
may avoid the pitfalls of secret diplo- 
macy is by the sunlight of publicity. 
Only by open sessions, with the world 
looking on and the public opinion of 
the world compelling obedience to its 
will, can be obtained from European 


AUSTRIAN LANDSLIDE 
KILLS FORTY: HOUSES 
SMASHED IN TOWN 


BERNE, Aug. 11.—Forty persons 
have been killed and many are buried 
in debris in the village of Klausun, 
in the Eisack valley of the Austrian 
Tyrol, partly destroyed by a landslide. 

The disaster was due to a heavy 
rain storm, causing the mountain 
streams to overflow and send torrents 
of water into the village. Fifteen 
houses were destroyed. 


MINISTER HELD 
AFTER KILLING 
OF DIXIE PRIEST 


Shooting Follows a 
Marriage Dispute. 


Birmingham, Ala., ‘Aug. 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Enraged because Father James 
E. Coyle, for many years pastor of 
St. Paul’s Catholic church here, had 
performed a marriage ceremony unit- 
ing Miss Mary Stephenson to Pedro 
Gussman, a Catholic, the Rev. E. R. 
Stephenson, an itinerant Methodist 
preacher and father of the young wom- 
an, shot and killed the priest today. 

Immediately after the shooting, the 
Rev. Mr. Stephenson went to the court- 
house and surrendered himself, con- 
fessing to the crime. 

No one apparently witnessed the 
shooting, which occurred shortly after 
6 o'clock in the evening at the home of 
Father Coyle. Stephenson, however, 
calmly retold his_version of the murder. 


Story of Tragedy. 

He had “heard rumors” about his 
daughter, Stephenson said, linking her 
name with Gussman. He said he took 
a revolver and went to the priest's 
house to ask the latter what he knew 
about the young persons. He found 
him on the porch, he said. 

He said he was told by Father Coyle 
that he had married the Protestant gir! 
to the Catholic and that they had left 
but a few hours before the minister 
called. 

Without further ado, Stephenson is 
said to have told the police, he whipped 
out his weapon and shot the priest 
three times in the head. 

Claims Self-Defense. 

In a statement to newspaper men 
tonight Stephenson declared that he 
shot Father Coyne in self-defense after 
the argument which developed over 
the marriage. 

Father Coyle came to Birmingham 
as pastor of St. Paul’s in 1904. In 1916 
he was made dean of north Alabama. 
He was chaplain of the Knights of 
Columbus, member of the dramatic 
league and the Birmingham Country 
club and Roebuck Country club. He 
was editor of the Catholic Mof&thly and 
contributor to numerous religious pub- 
lications.

Los Angeles, Aug. 11.—[Special,]—, 
Mrs. Madelynn Connor Obenchain and 
Arthur C. Burch tonight were indicted 
on the charge of murdering the wom- 
an’s sweetheart, John Belton Kennedy. 
The jury's verdict was “that on or 
about Aug. 5 they did commit a felony 
—to-wit: murder—in that they did felo- 
niously, maliciously, and with malice 
aforethought kill John Belton Ken- 
nedy, a human being.” . 
Monday morning they will be de- 
raigned before Judge Reeves. They 
have five days to plead guilty or not 
guilty, and then the date for the trial 
will be set. 

Mrs. Obenchain’s husband, Ralph R. 
Obenchain, a Chicago attorney whom 
she divorced that she might marry 
Kennedy, and Burch’s father, the Rev. 
A. W. Burch vo? Evanston, will have ar- 
rived here before the time scheduled 
for the arraignment. They left Chi 
cago tonight. 

Clerk Chief Witness. 

Among the Witnesses who went be- 
for the grand jury was,a clerk in a 
hardware store wi gave the state one 
of the most important links in their 
chain of evidence against the pair. He 
positively identified Burch as the man 
who recently bought some shotgun 
shells. 

He declared Burch asked for shells 
loaded with ball, and that on being toid 
there were none in stock, took the 
largest size of shot. Kennedy was 
murdered on the steps of his summer 
home in Beverly Glen last Friday night 
by large size shot from a .12 guage dou- 
ble barreled shotgun. The weapon, 
however, has not been found. 

Among the other witnesses, number- 
ing almost a score, were Mr. and Mrs. 
John D. Kennedy. “They came after 
they had buried their son. 

Quails Before Victim's Father. 

The elder Kennedy gave his testi- 
mony in a high, stern voice that could 
be heard outside the jury room. When 
he had finished he stepped out into the

corridor and came face to face with 


Madelynn. 

The man who had told his son he 
would “rather see him dead than mar- 
ried to that woman” looked at “that 
woman” with burning eyes. She 
dropped her head and fell against the 
arm of her guard as though faint. 
Kennedy walked on. 

Madelynn had sobbed bitterly at 
o'clock, the hour of the funeral, be- 
cause she could not attend the services. 
Neither she nor Burch testified be- 
fore the grand jury. They appeared 
before that body, but departed in a few 
minutes, and the woman collapsed 
when taken back to her cell in the 
county jail. 

Madelynn, in an interview with newe- 
paper men today, intimated that the el- 
der Kennedy might have some idea 
why his son was killed, which he was 
keeping for himself. It went back, 
she said, to an attack on Belton four 
years ago. Since that time, she says, 
Kennedy made his son carry a revol- 
ver, and every time the young man 
would start out the elder would ask 
him if he had the weapon. 

Burch Seeks Noted Lawyer. 
Burch is said to be negotiating for 
the services of the most noted criminal 
lawyer in the city. Up to today he has 
taken the advice of another lawyer not 
so well known, to whom he has con- 
fided nothing. It is said the other 
lawyer has agreed to take the case for 
a fee of $15,000, and that Burch is des- 
perately trying to obtain that amount. 

District Attorney Thomas Lee Wool- 
wine, who obtained ‘the indictments, 
has given no idea of the state’s case. 
He will not say what he believes was 
the motive for the crime, nor how the 
defendants conspired, and has closed 
the mouths of all those who mula give 
such information.

The indictments came after six days 
of strenuous efforts on the part of the 
police, the sheriff and the district at- 
torney and the accumulation of much 
circumstantial evidence against Burch 
and Mrs. Obenchain.

‘pocket of the priest’s clothes. Money | 
was not the object, for a roll of cur- 
rency was found in one of the pockets. 

Hightower, according to the police,

whom he had previously known in Salt 
Lake City. The police have been un- 
able to locate the woman. * . 

This woman, Hightower said, told 
him last Sunday that on Friday night

for the capital stock tax. 
Would Repeal Tax. 


The committee, however, regarded 
the additional 2% per cent as in lieu 
of the transportation taxes which it 


wished to repeal entirely instead of cut- 


ting in two. It is possible that the 
. eommittee tomorrow may decide to re- 
peal the capital steck tax and restore 
' the passenger transportation tax, re- 


pealing only the tax on freight. 


If the capital stack tax is repealed 
it will mean that corporations will have 


only one form of tax instead of three, 
as at present. 


Another point to be finglly passed

CONDITIONS. 


Lenin’s appeal for famine relief is cleverly 
phrased. It shows that the dictatorship does not 
forget political effect even in the face of the 
appalling possibilities of the Volga famine. It is, 
therefore, a warning to us to see to it that the 
bolshevik organization does not misapply American 
relief. 


Lenin’s appeal suggests that he may pass off

letarian sympathizers and as encouragfhg evidence 
of the. growth of communist sentiment abroad. 
With, the Russian press dominated or suppressed 
he can put forth any distortion of the fact and 
with his ethics would not hesitate to do so.

They 
are commercialized newspapers. What of that? 
Does Mr. Small know what he is talking about? 
Does he infer that commerce is a disgrace in this 
country? 

Tax Trisune is a commercializéd newspaper. It 
is engaged in making and selling a commodity. It 
converts wood into paper and the paper into a 
newspaper which people buy because they want the 
commodity. It is sold at a fixed price and has no 
secret rates Or rebates. It is conducted as a 
straightforward business proposition. 


It is dependent entirely upon its purchasers for 
its existence, as is the case with every honest in- 
dustry. If it did not produce the commodity which 
the people want it could not exist. It has no sub- 
sidies or any source of revenue which does not 
come from the gale of the newspaper commodity. 

It collects news from all parts of the world and 

endeavors to present that news as news. It does 
‘not withhold news and it does not knowingly print 
false statements. The statement in\ which Mr. 
Small imputed dishonorable motives to every 
agency of law concerned in his case and dishonor- 
able motives to agencies not involved was printed. 
The effective statement of the state’s attorney was 
crowded out for lack of space. Mr. Smal] had the 
use of the newspaper. It is the only way he can 
“reach large numbers of people with his statement 
and it was open to him because as a commercialized 
newspaper Tuer TrRipune deals in news as a com- 
’ modity sold to the pe@ple. 

In the editorial columns Tae TRIBUNE expresses 
its opinions—not in the news columns. Every 
~vreader knows that an editorial is an expression of 
opinion with which he may agree or disagree. 

The purpose of the editorial is to advance the 
‘best interests af the community as the interests 
are secn in the best judgment of the newspaper. 
In its advertising columns the newspaper is a 
merket where seller and buyer meet most easily 
and conveniently. It is the simplest buying and 
eclliing agency and it is the object of the 
newpaper to keep this market policed, free from 
fraud and deception, in the interest of both 
buyer and seller. That is a commercialized news- 
paper, and THe Tripune is one of the greatest of 
them. 

The question is not between Gov. Small and the 
newspapers. It is between him and the state. He 
is indicted on the charge that he embezzicd state 
money. That is the subject which invites Mr. 
Gmail's statements. Did he or didn’t he? Is he 
‘an honest man or criminally dishonest? He knows, 
and the state is entitled to find out, as it will try 
to do in the course of a trial.

It may be difficult to prevent misinterpretation 
and misuse of American relief, for the Lenin 
régime is still in control of Russia.

It should 
be possible, therefore, to insist upon and enforce 
proper conditions of distribution. 


BOBBING THE HAIR.: 


If industrial and commercial employers of girls 
want to stir up real trouble they need not forbid 
the women to bob their hair, but order them to 
do so—and the employers might make out a case 
for the bobbed hair when they cannot make one 
against it. 

They might say that bobbed hair made for 
economy in time, for hygiene} and was an Industrial 
and commercial benefit. It is easily handled. It 
is not ‘much moreétrouble than a man’s head 
of hair. The girl with the bobbed hair does not 
have to stand before her mirror painstakingly mak- 
ing her toilet. Her hair is not escaping from: re- 
straint and making her look untidy. It is not im- 
modest. It is becoming to many girls. 

It may not have the womanly charm of long 
hair, but in industries and in business girl workers 
are workers. They are judged by their efficiency 
and not by their charm, or are supposed to be, and 
generally it is through efficiency and not sex that 
they keep their positions. 

There is, we believe, a tendency among girl 
workers to get rid of incumbrances. Ultimately 
it may bring the woman in overalls. There are 
some already, but women generally work in clothes 
entirely unfitted to their occupation and conven- 
tion holds them there. Even a farmer’s sensible 
wife will wear long skirts in the barnyard. 

Conventions may be broken down or changed 
undeg industrial pressure, but if employers want 
trouble just let’: them try to enforce what might 
be sensible rules of dress and hairdressing. They'll 
find it.

That university medical school issues 
a leafiet telling parents what to do. The 
instructions are: : 

Give no fluids or liquid foods after — 
p. m. The hour generally written in is 
4 o'clock. 

Take the child up at — o’cléck and 
again every — hours. Wake him thor- 
oughly. To awaken him thoroughly it 
may be necessary to wash his face in 
cold water. After -he is thoroughly 
awake have him void his urine. 

The hours at which he is to be awak- 
ened are left blank to be filled in because 
it is best to watch the child for one or 
two nights to determine the hour or 
hours at which he bedwets. As a rule 
this follows a rather regular schedule. 
If, for instance, he is due to bedwet at 
11 p. m. he should be taken up, wakened 
and made to void the urine at 10:45. 


The foot of the bed is to be elevated 
six inches. If the child sleeps with his 
head lower than his feet he will not 
be so liable to bedwet. 
Twice a day, once in the forenoon and 


again in the afternoon, the child is to 


be given a drill in controlling urination. 
Under direction and at command he 
starts urinating, stops, starts, stops, for 
two or three repetitions.

Pot Roast of Beef for Four.

being seared. 


One test of the good cooking of a pot 
}roast is that the gravy around it shall 
“smell like beefsteak.” That gravy 
consists of ‘the fat which was used 
first in the hot kettle to sear the meat, 
the flour. which ‘was rubbed into that 
meat before it was seared, which has 
thickened the fat to a roux and been 
deliciously browned in the-lohg cooking, 
and the juices of the meat, all flavored 
with the seasoning vegetables present. 

First heat the kettle slowly and try 
out the fat from one small slice of salt 
and about as much suet. Some 
people like to fry out some onion ‘in 
this fat before searing the meat in it; 
but that makes @ little more work, as 
the onion must be taken up, since the 
kettle may be-a little hotter than is 
good for the onion while the meat is 


One pound of compact meat, a cut 
from the chuck, is sufficient for four 
»people if rightly managed. To make 
it as compact as possible, bring the 
ends of the cut together and skewer 
them. Then rub the meat all over 


with flour seasoned with salt and a bit 
of pepper and sear it all over in the 
hot fat in the kettle, allowing two min- 
utes per side. A heaping tablespoon of 
flour, # level teaspoon of salt, a grind- 
ing or two of white pepper will be 
enough for this part of the seasoning. 
Fos a spicy roast, take up the seared 
meat on a plate and put into the kettle 
two or three chopped onions and fry 
them gently,, then. add half a dozen 
hearts of celery, two carrots sliced, a 
little chopped sweet pepper, four cloves, 
and a piece of green ginger if you have 
it. Put in meat, rinsing off plate with 
one tablespoon water. Baste the meat 
often and cook gently for one hour. A 
little chopped garlic with the onion is 
worth while.

of the disputed territory. 
Irish Reply Prompted Act. 

Eamon de Valera’s reply to the Brit- 
ish government's proposals for a settle- 
ment of the Irish question, the text 
of which arrived at the Hotel Crillon 
by airplane this afternoon, was given 
as the reason for Prime Minister Lloyd 
George's precipitate departure follow- 
ing hours of fruitless conversation with 
Premier Briand. 

The experts of the _ interallied 
plebiscite commission today reached 
an agreement and filed a report indi- 
cating that the Upper Silesian com- 
munes were inseparably connected. 
Application of this report, however, 
involves questions of policy and, de- 
spite concessions made by the Italians 
and British, the French were not able 
to accept it. 

Premiers Meet Today. 

Mr. Lioyd George will have a final 
interview, with Premier Briand tomor- 
row morning, and I am reliably in- 
formed that the French are prepared 
to make the nece sacrifices to 
preserve the entente rather than to 
have an open break with Great Bri- 
tain. 

The French premier has called a 


ing at 9 o’clock, when he will explain 
the further concessions necessary in 
order to avert a rupture. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock M. Briand 
will meet Mr. Lloyd George and sub- 
mit any new proposals he may have 
to offer. The British special train 
leaves at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Lord Curzon to Remain. 

Mr. Lloyd George originally intend- 
ed to withdraw the entire British dele- 
gation, but when it wa®@ pointed out 
what the effect of such an announce- 
ment woulr have on British public opin- 
ion he decided to leave Lord Curzon. 

“We must return to London, as I 
have called a cabinet meeting for Sat- 
urday to consider De Valera’s reply,” 
explained the British prime minister 


He declined to promise to return for 
a resumption of the conference which 
leaves the appointment of a Russian 
famine relief commission and other 
matters on the agenda, unsettled. 

Ambassador Harvey stated he has 
made no plans for rethrning to Lon- 
don yet and Premier Bonomi an- 
nounced that the Italians would decide 
on the date of their return to Rome’ 
after seeing Premier Briand again. 


French Views Divided.

SMALL BLAMED’ 
BY SHERIFF FOR 
“HUMILIATION” 


Fells How Governor Fixed 
Own Arrest Plans. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 

Springfield, Ill., Aug. 11.—[Special.] 
--Sheriff Henry H. Mester of Sanga- 
mon county today replied to the 
charges made yesterday against him 
and his deputies by Gov. Len Small. 


Gov. Small charged that the sheriff. 


had staged the “spectacular arrest” 
for the pu of humiliating him; 
that he had surreunded the capitol 
with “an army of deputies drawn from 
the slums of Springfield,” and that he 
had paraded his prisoner “through a 
mob which had been assembled to jeer 
and insult the governor.” 
« The Sheriff's Statement. 
Sheriff Mester’s reply follows: 
“In the statement issued by the 
governor yesterday, I am severely crit- 
icized and cOndemned for his arrest. In 
relation thereto I beg to call attention 
to the fact that on July 26 last the 
governor, through his counsel, wired 
me to come to Chicago, either in per- 
son or by deputy, and make the arrest 
there, 

“I replied on the follawing day that 
I would not subject him to this in- 
convenience, and requested that he 
wire me what day he would be in 
Springfield for the purpose of having 
procéss served To my telegram I re- 
ceived no reply. “ 


Sought to Avoid H 


“On last Monday afternoon I went 
to the governor’s office, without the 
warrants, for the sole purpose of mak- 
ing some arrangements for the service 
of these warrants with the least pos- 
sible embarrassment and humiliation 
to the governor. I had no other pur- 
pose in mind, but he indicated to me 
that the opinion of his attorneys made 
it unlawful for me to serve these war- 
rants and might make me Iiable on 
my bond. I told the governor before 
I left his office that the warrants had 
been ordered served by the court, and 
that I would serve them. 

“On the following day I went to the 
state house, taking with me my chief 
deputy, Mr. Lemon, other deputies, 
Mr. Dickerson, Mr. Trees, and Mr. 
O’Brien. I also selected three com- 
petent and experienced police officers, 
Mr. Cannan, Mr. Jesborg and Mr. 
Walsh. I had no thought of using any 
force unless it was necessary, and I 
took competent and experienced men 
with me, merely to meet any exigency 
that might arise. 

Governor Suggests Arrest Pian. 

“T did not want to humiliate the 
governor and had taken every possible 
step to avoid this very thing. He 
finally called me into his office, and 
he made the suggestion that the war- 
rants be served at the executive man- 
sion. I had made the suggestion that 
he come to the court house at his 
pleasure. 

“T agreed to his own suggestion and 
the warrants were served at the execu- 
tive mansion. 

“TI was;not responsibie for the num- 
ber of people present at the state 
house or at the executive mansion. 
The only persons I had with me, I 
have herein named. In every legiti- 
mate way I tried to avoid any proceed- 
ing in making this arrest that would 
cause the governor humiliation or in- 
convenience, other than that which 
is incident to the serving of a warrant 
in the ordinary way. There were no 
hoodlums in my company, but only 
reputable qualified officers. I am sorry 
that the governor's course made my 
presence’ at the capitol necessary a 
second time.” 

Crowds “ Curiously Silent.” 

As far as can be learned there were 
no “jeers” or “insults” hurled at the 
governor as he was driven through 
the streets of Springfield, under ar- 
rest. The crowds were not demonstra- 
tive. They were curious silent.

TWO DIFFERENT POINTS OF VIEW. 

After the first fortnight was over, with its flurry of 
interviews and photographs and acknowledgments of 
flowers and telegrams, the replies vo innumerable letters 
and Legion invitations, Sallie was able to settle into a 
fairly routine existence.

“All building construction is bur- 
dened with a public interest,” the judge 
said. “The original cost or the rent 
of buildings-in which all articles of 
commerce are stored, made, or sold, or 
in which persons engaged or employed 
in such cémmerce live, is accumulated 
and added to the price of every com- 
modity and every service. 
“ Buildings endure and if their con- 
struction cost be excessive, this must 
be paid by all of us over and over 
—_ in the price of everything we 
uy.” 
, Must Change Agreements. 

The judge handed back to each of 
the forty-seven building crafts their 
proposed agreements with employers, 
asking and suggesting changes in each 
one, 

Many of the clauses in these agree 
ments, the judge pointed out, merely 
added to building costs, while others 
established unreasonable limitations or 
discriminated against other workers. 

Until every agreement is changed to 
meet with his approval Judge Landis 
said he would not make any wage deci-

SAVE BEST CROPS FOR STORING 


déners should keep the best specimens 
for winter storage and use the fruits 
or plants that ripen first. Success in 
keeping vegetables for winter use de- 
pends on care in selecting the crops to 
be stored as well as the method of 
storing. 
Crops differ in moisture  require- 
ments and to store them the grower 
must be somewhat familiar with the 
various moisture and temperature re 
quirements. If the necessary storage 
facilities cannot be supplied the sur- 
plus crop should be sold instead of 
being allowed to rot. 
Vegetables keep best if gathered as 
soon as they mature. Frozen vege- 
tables will not keep, and should never 
be stored. Root crops stored in small 
quantities should be covered with 
sand and kept in a cool, moist place 
where the air circulates freely and the 
temperature is not far above freezing. 
Cabbage requires about the same 
condition as the root crops, and should 
be stored as soon as the heads are 
fully mature. Root crops and cabbage 
require a fairly low temperature—just 
above freezing. Pumpkins should be 
stored in a warm, dry room, with the 
temperature around 55 degrees. Onions 
keep best in temperature around 3§
